Ar the present time, when the physical 
condition of the people is being discussed 
‘ in many countries, notably in England, it 
is interesting to seo to what extent different 
notions are considering one another's sys- 
tems of physical training. Ir one of the 
most recent issues of the London Daily 
Chronicle we find an article by Dr. Janes 
-Cantire, whose name is well known in this 
Colony, where he gained no small part of 


his present fame as a physician ‘with know- | 


ledgo of life in the Eust. Dr. CantieE has 
under his consideration a little book on 
Japanese Physical Training, written by Mr. 
H.E Hancock, an American writer who 
has lived in Japan and has made a study of 
the science of jin-jitéu, that is, the Japanese 
method of physical culture. Mr. Haxcock 
is an enthusiast,and holds that tho Japanese, 
in consequence of the physicni exercises 
practised by them, have become “ the 
-” healthiest, the strongest, and the happiest 
men and-women'in the world.” This is of 
course a very’ big claim, ana at this time, 
when Japan is being put to the greatest test 
which she has undergone at any period in 
her history, its enunciation particularly 
challenges criticism. We will see what Dr. 
Canriie has to say on the subject. Admit- 
ting the good qualities of the: Japanese

“Shall wo try jiujitex 2?” is the question

namely, simplicity in diet, and physical ex- 
ercises, without apparatus, in the open air— 
grent good would accrue to our children and 
young men. He: would ‘at the same 
time insist further on devoting even 
more attention to the development of the 
lower limbs among town-dwellers and 
strongly advocates dancing (!) as the best 
form of all exercise for children. But he 
goes on to say that, in recommending 
duncing for children in towns, .he does not 
mean the “ round dances,” such as waltz- 
ing, in which one child breathes into tue 
other's face, nor the “ square dances,” which 
afford but a minimum of exercise; but 
would teach them step-dances, during which 
every muscle of tho body, with the ex- 
ception of the upper limbs, is called 
into play.

BRITISH TRADE WITH 
MANCHURIA. 


‘The Iucorporated Chamber of Commerce of 
Liverpool bas sent tho following memorial to 
Lord Lansdowne :— . : 

1. That the port of Nowehwang, situated in 


tho Liso-tung or. Moukden Province af Man- |. 


churis, on the right bank of the River Lino- 
Kke, 16 miles above the bar, was opened by the 
Government of Chins, ass Treaty Port, in the 
year 1861, in accordanco with the terms of 
Articls XY. cf the Treaty of Tioutsin. : 
2, ‘Phat f ewohwang ranks about the sixth 
amongst the 3 Chinesy Treaty Ports os shown 
by the Trade Roturns of the Imporial Maritime 

Justoms of Chins. : 

“3. That this’ position is owing obiefly: to 
British onterprise, enorgy, and capital, that the 
greater part of tho property in the foreign 
settlement: is British, (hat 35 per cent. of the 
shipping frequenting the port is British, that 
the foreign trade with. the port was. in 1902 of 
the value of 26,130,000, including trensure, of 
which tho British share waa estimated o4 
£2,501,000; and that this’ country sla dorivet 
forthe. induxtrinl and financisl benefits by 
buildiag ships for the trade, both for British 
and Japanase shipowners and by moasing aud 
supplying the former. 

4. ‘vhat the port of Nowchwang is o Treaty 
port of China, aa a'roady said, and open to the 
trade of'all nations, and that it is the principal 
southern outlet for the trade of ‘Manchuria, 
which has an arva of ab-ut 400, 00 square miles, 
populiyion estimated at 15,000,000 of mbabitunts, 
and ffrtile soil producing wheat, oats, barloy, 
millgt, buckwheat, muize, rice, beans, tobacco, 
sill, and opium, and which, moreovor, is rich in 
cattle and horses, gold and silver, iron and tin ; 
and that’ Newchwang, boing. oleeady a great 
trady centre, must benefit greatly py tho further 
dovelepment of Manchuria, if left andor Chinese 
control. 

5, That since the year 1900, when the Boxor 
rebellion took place in Chinn. merchants of 
Newchwang havo felt that their position and 
priviloges wore boing unfayournbly affcoted by 
the action of Russia, who was~permitted by the 
Allies to undertake alone the protection 
of tho port, and who has since placed 
its flygy over both the western and eastern 
Cuatom-bouses of Newchwang, ooll-eted the 
Customs duties, and aven regulated the tariff. 
That Russia -slso temporarily seized: the 
Newchwang ond Shanhaikwan Heilway in the 
direction of ‘Yientsin, and only retired on receiv- 
ing w payment of claim, for cost of 
administration, of two-or three million roubles, 
aud after much disturbance and considerable 
diversion of trade. 

6. That British traders doprocate a .continu- 
avce of this Bussiun- occupation of a Chinese 
‘Treaty port. ond the interference of Russia in 
the management of matters. which concern 
trade, and which devolve by right upou the 
Chinese. Imperial Maritime Customs. They 
foreses that should the port pass more fully 
under Russian control, British trade would 
become restrictdd and the present “epen door” 
clcaed, Moreover, both the merchants of 
Nowohwang and Tientsia are under great, ap- 
prehension of a still further Russian advanca in 
the direction of Peking. 

7, That the independence of Manchuria bas 
been very fully recognised by. Russia in the 
followiug manuer, viz :— + 

(ec) By the lewsing, by Russia, from the 
Chinese Government for aterm of 25 years from 
March 15, 1898, of the Liso-tung Peningula, 
wherein now lie Dalny and Port Arthur. 

(v) In regard to the Chinese-Hastern Railway, 
by contracting on August 97,1896, that China 
sball have the option of purchasing that railway 
at the end of 36 years aiter its completion, on 
certain fixed terms, avd 

(c) By also agreeing in the same contract 
that the Hastero Chinese Railway shall revert 
to China at the end of 80 years from the date of 
its cumplotion, if not previously bought by the 
Chinese Government. © 

8. That this Chamber has already enpported 
the recent reprosontations of the China Associa- 
tion on the subject, and reesived the assurance 
of your lordship's sympathy, and tho promise 
that due weight would be givon to the consider- 
ations then urged, and which havo since been 
brought again to the attention of thia Chamber 
by other interests directly coneorned in trade 
with Manchoria. ‘ 

§, Your memorialists therefore most urgently 
pray that your lordship will bring the matter of 
the preservation of Briti-h trading rights, with 


| the pert of Newchwang snl the country of 


Manchuria, before hia Majesty's Government, 
and urge, as indicated in your lordship’s letter 
to this‘ Chamber, dated Novomber 5 Tost, that 
they will take steps, if possible in, conjunction 
with: other Fowers concerned in trade with 
Newchwang, to secure the fulfilment by Russia 
of ita treaty obligations to Qhins and other 
nations in respect to trading privileges.

THE TSAR’S POLICY AND 


“ SPIRITISTS.” i 


The Morning Leader hoa tho following 
romurkable letter frow Copouhagen :-- 

Astory ia going round in fashionable circles 
that the Tear is being more than ever influenced ' 
in his political actions by spiritists. It will be. 
remembered that some years ago a French 
epiritist named Philippi was suid to have gained 
o most remarkable influence ovor the Twar, and 
thongh Philippi was suceesafully got rid of by 
the Russian imperial family, the Tsar's 
belief in spiritism was in no way lessened. 
Tho rosalt is—so the story goes—that to 
Philippi thoro have succeeded a certain Rassiun 
count and his beautiful wife, both being ardent 
spiritists, These two have introduced foreiga 
bilievers in their cult to the Tsar, frequent 
sconces havo been held, and.it is said that the 
inexplicable wavoring in the ‘Tsar's political 
atti{nde, especially in East Asian affairs, has 
beon due to his having recourse to ap rits for 
guidance, under the direction’ of his new circle 
of friends, It is, of course, unnecessary: to 
repeat that the Tsar Nicholas is o friond of 
peace, and left to himself he would’ shrivk 
from the idea of war, Bat his attitude was 
modified when the professors of the spiri- 
tist art at a certain séance called up the 
ghost of his fathor the late Tsar Alex- 
ander. The mecsage of this august spirit is 
anid to hava been couched in these terms: 
rs Wilt thou Jet Hossin’s sword be broken 
asunder?” Griof-strioken by this rebuke the Tear 
shut himself up in his rooms for several days, and 
declined to seo anyone, But when he reappeared 
he signed several docaments of a distinctly 
bellicose nature. It is said, too, that an explons- 
tion of the Tsar's despotic attitude towards Fin- 
land may be found in theinfluenceof the spiritists 
and their messages upon him, It isa remarkable 
story, and, of course, [ give it as no more 
than a statement which is: freely mido—ond 
belieyed—omong perscns here who olaim to bo 
in touch with Kussian court cireles. -
